Post-War Cartels for Germany 
Just to show you how the monopo- 
listic, big business interests keep their 
hands on the inside workings of our 
government, a report now current in 
Washington indicates that American 
policy will support the cartel system in 
conquered, occupied Germany. This 
policy, friendly to world-wide monop- 
oly, is being shaped up by a group 
which includes oan members and 
Banana of the du Ponts, House 
of Morgan, Andrew Mellon interests, 
the Armours of Chicago, the Astors and 
others of powerful industrial and bank- 
ing circles. 
Klan Rebirth 
A “Commoner” party is being form- 
ed in Georgia which gives indications 
of being committed to the spread of 
political fascism in that state. This 
party endorses anti-Semitism and the 
repeal of the 15th amendment which 
gives Negroes the right to vote. 
Office Workers’ Union 
An Office Workers’ International 
Union, claiming 32,000 members, re- 
cently affiliated with the AFL and is 
making plans for further growth. 
Church and Labor Conferences 
A conference attended by church 
leaders and representatives of the CIO 
and AFL was held recently in Chicago, 
under the direction of John Ramsey of 
the United Steel Workers of America. 
A committee composed of the church 
representatives at the conference was 
formed to outline the relationship be- 
tween church and industry. 
Prayer Wing 
A “prayer wing” instituted by men 
of the Air Transport Command has re- 
ceived wide support both from Army 
fliers and from civilians. At the last 
report, nearly 300 persons from all 
over the world were enrolled in this 
effort to speed the coming of peace by 
a daily prayer. One ‘“‘airman’s prayer” 
reads: 
God of the evening, God of the dawn, 
God of the morning, God of the light, 
Keep our engines strong in flight. 
And then, O Lord, let it be Thy will 
That there come a day when we need 
not kill.

X-Ray and Forecast 


Military Victory—Political and Moral Failure 

With our hearty rejoicing over great military victories, it is hard for us to 
face the truth that these victories have come in the midst of political and moral 
failure. As Christians, however, it is our responsibility to face this fact. In- 
termittently for the past two years, official propaganda has whooped it up 
over great political victories leading toward peace achieved at various con- 
ferences, and each time in due course it has been subsequently revealed that 
the truth was far from the official propaganda announcements. Between the 
Lines has been one of the few sources of information that has been able to 
keep its readers aware of the unpleasant facts behind the scene—as much as 
we have regretted the nature of the task. 

In spite of our great military achievements, here is the way things stand 
on the political and moral battlefields of the war: As we forecast over a year 
ago, Russia, whose cost in war suffering has been greater than any, whose 
armed power is also greater, is determined to break up the bloc of control 
Britain has planned to exercise over post-war interests by the commonwealth 
of nations voting arrangements. All propaganda here is aimed to make us 
blame Russia for these disturbances; we are not told that Stalin’s demand that 
the Lublin Polish government attend the San Francisco conference is based 
on the fact that India has been allowed representation with British-picked 
Indian leaders—there are no free elections in India—to represent British in- 
terests for India. In other words, Churchill and Stalin are playing power 
politics as relentlessly as they have ever been played in history, leaving our 
leaders humiliatingly exposed between the demand of American ideals at home 
and their ability to cope with power politics abroad. 


Peace Issues 

Other tense and delicate problems face the San Francisco peace conference 
delegates. Some American lsodiets are still pressing for international control 
of colonies. We are having to spend blood and billions to recover Dutch 
and British empire holdings. Can’t this blood purchase something more than 
the restoration of the setup whereby a few exploit the many? While President 
Roosevelt is well known to favor this idea, many members of our State De- 
partment, under Wall Street pressure, are cooperating with London representa- 
tives and others to block any such move at San Francisco. 


China and “White Supremacy” 

The Chinese Chungking delegates at San Francisco will be in an especially 
difficult situation. They are under pressure from all sides. It seems now 
that Stalin is determined to do all he can to discredit and weaken the Chiang 
Kai-shek government and to support the position of the communists in 
northern China. Moscow is also playing up propaganda, which the west never 
sees, concerning British and French white supremacy claims in Asia. This 
propaganda effectively suggests to the millions of Chinese that friendship with 
Russia and the growth of the communist movement in China will put an end . 
to the old “white supremacy” policy under which China has suffered for cen- 
turies. The British, French and Dutch empire leaders are very much disturbed

Youth Fights Wars 

Washington officials have been seriously disturbed by a 
severe storm of anger which seems to be arising among the 

arents of 18-year-old lads lately drafted into the Army. 
housands of these boys have been killed in action within six 

months of induction. Bitter and angry letters have poured 
into the War Department from parents who feel the boys 
were improperly trained and unnecessarily sacrificed, although 
the Army defense is that lads of that age are agile, tough and 
don’t need so much training. Parents see thousands of ma- 
ture, well-trained Army men all over the country in safe jobs 
and they are asking why there should be this slaughter of the 
youngsters. About the only answer worried Army officials can 
give is that this is war, and war has always been largely a 
matter for youth. We might add that war is the crime of 
the old against the young. And it is a preventable crime. 
Punishment for War Criminals 

In spite of all we hear in the press concerning the punish- 
ment of Axis war criminals, it is openly conceded in official 
Washington circles that everything along that line is really 
a dark secret because of continued disagreement between the 
Allies over who should be punished and how. The average 
American newspaper reader is led to believe that all the Fas- 
cist chiefs in Italy, all the Nazi leaders in Germany and their 
industrial cohorts are to be liquidated promptly, along with 
the extermination of the Japanese leaders. 

As we have reported in the past, the inside facts seem to 
present a very different picture. London is still secretly 


romoting the reestablishment of the old monarchy in Italy. 
hat monarchy for years fully cooperated with Mussolini and 
his gang. London and some Wall Street interests are also

great pressure to prevent any wide- 
German industrial and financial in- 
terests. Those interests backed Hitler from the start. While 
we hear much talk of destroying in Germany all heavy indus- 
try which can be turned to war production, you'll notice that 
nothing is said of taking these huge industrial plants away 
from their traditional aristocratic Hitler-sponsoring owners 
and turning them over to democratically selected representa- 
tives of the common people. No, the same old crowd must 
be kept in control so that their partners in London, Paris and 
New York will not be disturbed. 

The same situation holds true for Japan. Congressional 
foreign affairs committees have witnessed the exposure of 
some of these facts although little word is allowed to reach 
the public. If the people knew how some United Nations 
leaders were secretly trying to protect and perpetutate the 
same war-breeding political and economic systems in Europe 
and Asia, there would be an explosion in this country that 
would be heard around the world. This betrayal of the people 
who fight and pay for the wars will have to be exposed and 
corrected before an enduring peace can be achieved. 

Bombs Away! 

The National Broadcasting Company announces that news 
broadcasts will no longer be interrupted by commercial plugs.

The Future for Housing Projects 

A. tremendous government-sponsored housing program is 
being planned for the entire country. The Federal Public 
Housing Authority recently outlined suggestions for the 
broadest program of public housing, urban development and 
rural home improvement in the nation’s history. Slum clear- 
ance will be effected through joint action of Federal and 
municipal agencies and private investors, and a plan whereby 
tenant farmers may become owners of up-to-date homes is 
proposed. Although se tangible can be accomplished 
until the war is over, the decks are being cleared for a quick 


start when the time comes. 

In New York City a housing project to cost between 40 
and 50 million dollars is being planned by the ee 
Life Insurance Company. A slum area consisting of more 
than 500 buildings (more than 3,000 families, 500 stores and 
factories) will be cleared and modern ‘“‘garden apartments” 
erected. 

In inaugurating these vast projects by the government in 
direct cooperation with private capital, a whole new phase 
of American development begins. In the past, private capital 
has exploited the slum areas for high rental returns on low 
maintenance property. This has been one of the financial 
and moral sins of our time, a sin in which many respected 
church members shared. For a while the realty organizations 
that represent private property interests fought all govern- 
ment measures for slum clearance and extensive housing pro- 
jects, but private capital finally discovered that it would have 
to cooperate with the government agencies or lose control of 
the situation entirely. With sane, conscientious guidance, 
much can be done along this line to bolster America’s post- 
war economy and to build a better life for millions of Amer- 
icans. 


Government-Controlled Communications 

Keep an eye on the proposition now being pushed quietly 
by the Administration to merge all American divisions of in- 
ternational communication including radio, cable, and tele- 
phone communications, such as news broadcasts, into one vast 
government-controlled monopoly. While ap espera forces 
in Congress are marshalling strength to fight the move, we’re 
afraid it is a part of the inevitable widening government con- 
trol that the war and its consequences will bring to our 
society. 

The Republicans fight the project because they feel that it 
means dictatorship. The New Deal pushes it because it takes 
the monopoly out of the hands of private interests which have 
often been guilty of the exploitation of such powers to selfish 
gain and public harm. 

Our long range forecasts on all such issues have been that 
the war and its unavoidable results will bring an increasing 
socialization to the American way of life whether we want 
it or not. In the final analysis, the nationalization or socializa- 
tion of our resources will be good or bad according to the 
character and ideals of the men in control. That is why re- 
sponsible Christian citizenship must be increasingly felt in 
our national life or we shall be heading for trouble. 


Democracy in Operation 

California government officials, both state and federal, are 
doing all possible to prevent Nazi-minded hoodlums and van- 
dals from harassing or molesting the thousand or so Japanese- 
American families which have returned to their west coast 
homes since the exclusion bars were lifted. Twenty-four cases 
of violence have been reported to the authorities and At- 
torney General Robert Kenney warned a group of California 
sheriffs that their duty is uphold the law and to protect the 
nisei. He reminded these officials that, under the cover of 
darkness, shots had been fired into Japanese-American homes 
and that another returned evacuee, who has three sons in the 
United States Army, had been threatened. The Attorney 
General asked, ““Are not these activities more reminiscent of 
Ku Klux Klans than of our much-vaunted 1945 methods of 
protection of rights and maintenance of peace?” 

Since delegates from all over the world, from Asia, from 
Europe, from Africa, from the Americas, will be attending 
the San Francisco conference this month, the Attorney Gen- 
eral pointed out that: 

“American citizenship with its attributes of fearlessness, 
self assurance and dignity, means much to the hearts of men 
who have suffered under the Nazi and Nipponese yokes. We 
must, therefore, make absolutely sure that nothing interferes 
with the welcome we extend—that nothing occurs in Califor- 
nia to mar the impression on our guests of-democracy in 
operation.”
